Uribe plot would 'destroy' peace 
talks: Colombia gov't

BOGOTA (AFP) - The al¬ 
leged assassination plot by 
Colombia's FARC rebels 
against ex-president Alvaro 
Uribe is "unacceptable" and 
will "destroy" efforts towards 
negotiating peace, the chief 
government negotiator said 
Wednesday. 

"A scenario like that is ab¬ 
solutely unacceptable. This 
scenario will completely de¬ 
stroy the viability of the 
process," said Humberto de 


la Calle, a farmer 
vice-president, in a 
Bogota forum 

The remarks 
came one day after 
Colombia said it was 
tightening security 
following the dis¬ 
covery of a FARC 
rebel plot to murder 
Uribe, who has been 
a vehement critic of 
the p eace talks 

"If in Havana, we 
talked about tolerance, about 
pluralism, the FARC should 
have brought guarantees of 
non-aggression,"' de la Calle 
said. 

"We shouldn't forget that 
the goal of these talks is for 
tire threats to disappear horn 
the face of Colombia," he 
emphasized. 

Far the past year, the gov¬ 
ernment of President Juan 
Manuel Santos and the Rev¬ 
olutionary Aimed Forces af 
Colombia or the FARC, have 


been holding peace talks in 
Cuba aimed at ending Latin 
America's longest-running 
insurgency. 

The discussions, which so 
far have only resolved two of 
the Eve key points on the 
agenda are set to resume No- 
v ember 13 Id tackle the ques¬ 
tion of drag-trafficking. The 
two sides must also still re¬ 
solve questions on compen¬ 
sation for victims and 
disarmament. 

Uribe, now til, waged a 
fierce war against the FARC 
during his presidency from 
2DG2 to 20 ID, reducing 
Colombia's largest leftist 
rebel group by half and con¬ 
fining it to remote areas af 
the country. 

After leaving office, he 
split bitterly with Santos, his 
former defense minister and 
successor, for trying to make 
peace with the rebel group 
and for mending relations 
with neighb oring Venezuela. 


Obama security pick 
vows 'common-sense* 
immigration reform

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama's 
nominee to head the Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security 
vowed on Wednesday to im- 
pl em ent " c o mm o n- sense" 
immigration reform if his ap¬ 
pointment is confirmed. 

Sp s akmg b efore a hearing 
at the US Senate, Jeh Johnson 
said he wanted to see reforms 
that offered “a clear path to 
earned citizenship in this 
country" 

Johnson, the former gen¬ 
eral counsel at the Pentagon, 
was grilled extensively by 
Republican Senator John Mc¬ 
Cain during the hearing 

McCain threatened to op¬ 
pose Johnson's nomination 
unless he provided a detailed 
break do wn o f ho w he wo ul d 
achieve border security. 

McCain requested “the 
exact metrics that are needed, 
sector by sector, so that we 
can maintain 90 percent ef¬ 
fective control of the border." 

While vowing to "pledge 
transparency and candor with 
Senate," Johnson declined to 
engage in the question with¬ 
out first obtaining ail the rel¬ 
evant information. 

Johnson, who will he the 
fo ufth Hern el and S e cunty 
Secretary if his appointment 
is confirmed, meanwhile 
sp o k e ab out h o w th e S eptem - 
ber II, 2001 attacks had 
shaped his views. 

" S ept emb er II ch an ge d 
me," Johnson said. I know 


the shock and the potential 
fords ath an d destrueti a n th at 
a breach of our homeland se¬ 
curity can cause." 

Despite an interruption by 
demonstrators, Johnson 
meanwhile insisted "interro¬ 
gation of terrorism suspects 
has been a gold mine for us.' 1 

He warned that the threat 
from Al-Qaeda and its affili¬ 
ates had entered a new "more 
diffuse" ph ase, noting that 
self-radi c education was 
41 equally dangerous but 
harder to detect." 

Speaking broadly about 
his role, Johnson said he 
would seek a balance be¬ 
tween achieving security and 
respecting "privacy and civil 
liberties." 

The Department of Home¬ 
land Security is responsible 
for maintaining border con¬ 
trols and protecting the 
United States from attacks It 
is also responsible for re¬ 
sponding to natural disasters 
such as hurricanes, tornadoes 
or major fires. 

The department, created in 
the wake of the 9/11 attacks, 
had been directed for the past 
4 5 years by Janet Nap oil- 
tariD, a former governor of 
Arizona who left the govern¬ 
ment to lead tlie University a f 
California system. 

Napoktano and her two

" Our thoughts and prayers 
continue to be with the peo¬ 
ple of the Philippines as they

"The friendship between 
our two countries runs deep,, 
and when our friends are m 
trouble, America helps," 
Obama said m a statement. 

"With so many families 
and communities in the 
Philippines in urgent need of 
food water, shelter and med¬ 
icine, even small contribu¬ 
tions can make a big 
difference and help save 
lives.

Brazil demands 
explanation over US 
spying on IMF 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Brazil called an unscheduled 
meeting of the International 
Monetary Fund executive 
board Wednesday to discuss 
reports that the United States 
spied on the institution, the 
country's IMF representative 
told AFP 

'A meeting was held on 
my request I wanted to 
h av e so m e expl anati a n s," 
said Brazil's executive direc¬ 
tor at the IMF, Paulo 
Nogueira Batista. 

Nogueira Batista would 
not divulge what was said at 
the meeting, citing the direc¬ 
tors' obligation to keep their 


discussions confidential. 

But the meeting was the 
first public sign from the in¬ 
stitution of anger over reports 
that the US National Security 
Agency had extended its 
massive efforts to spy on both 
US rivals and allies to the 
IMF and the World Bank. 

According to news reports 
late last month, citing un¬ 
named US officials. President 
Barack Obama ordered the 
NS A to end its electronic sur¬ 
veillance of the two global 
financiers. 

But the White House offi¬ 
cially has not acknowledged 
that it spied on them 


Tina Turner giving up US 
citizenship: report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Rack and soul music diva 
Tina Turner, who's lived in 
Switzerland for nearly two 
decades, is giving up her US 
citizen ship, the Washington 
Post reported Wednesday 

Citing a report from the 
US embassy in Bern, it said 
Turner, 73, signed a state¬ 
ment to relinquish her US cit¬ 
izenship at the embassy in 
October. 

She married German 
record producer Erwin Bach 
m Juiy, three months after 
talcing Swiss citizenship 

Turner topp ed the charts in 


the 19 60s with then-hush and 
Ike Turner with hits like 
"River Deep, Mountain 
High," before a successful 
run as a solo artist that in¬ 
cluded "'Private Dancer" in 
1934. 

Quoting a "knowledgeable 
source," the Post said relin¬ 
quishment is simpler than re¬ 
nouncing US citizenship -- 
and entails no tax or other 
penalties. 

The United States is one 
of the few countries that re¬ 
quires its citizens who live 
permanently abroad to de¬

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French, Dutch far-right leaders discuss European 
alliance 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - French 
far-right leader Marine Le Pen 
travelled to The Hague on 
Wednesday to discuss forging 
closer ties with Dutch anti-Is¬ 
lamic leader Geert Wilders 
ahead of next year's European 
elections 

Le Pen was met by Wilders, 
who heads the Party for Free¬ 
dom (PW), at the Dutch par¬ 
liament before attending a 
parliamentary debate. 

"Welcome to the Nether¬ 
lands," Wilders said in French, 
adding in English ’Nice to see 
you again." 

Known for Ins platmuin- 
blonde hair and anti-Islamic 
views, Wilders announced Le 
Pen's visit last month, saying 
they would explore an alliance 
ahead of next May's European 
Parliament elections, seeking 
to profit from papular unhap¬ 
piness because of tlie financial 
crisis 

Both Le Pen's National 
Front (FN) in France and 
Wilders* PW have said they 
would like to unite euro sceptic 
right wing parties, essentially 
tD undermine the European 


Union from the inside. 

In order to form anghtwmg 
anti-European bloc, Wilders 
and Le Pen would have to find 
likeminded politicians m at 
least a quarter of the EU's 23 
member states and see 25 
members elected to the 7 66 - 
s eat Euro p e an Pail lam ent 

If they become an official 
European political group, then 
they would benefit from sub¬ 
sidies, offices, a communica¬ 
tion budget, seats an 
committees and speaking time 
m parliament proportional to 
their number. 

Wilders warned last month 
that "parties such as the FN 


and the PW could make the 
europhile elite sing a different 
tune " 

There is already a euro scep¬ 
tic group called the Europe of 
Freedom and Democracy 
(EFD), led by Nigel Farage of 
Britain's UK Independence 
Party, but it only has 22 seats. 

A Le Pen-Wilders far-right 
alliance could include the Al¬ 
ternative for Germany (AfD) p 
Belgium's Vlaains Belang, 
Italy's Northern League and 
tire Freedom Party of Austria. 

Rightwing p allies in eastern 
Europe, including Hungary's 
Jobbrk and Slovakian, Bulgar¬ 
ian and P.omaman nationalist 


parties are excluded because 
of their perceived racism 
Farage's UK IP has m turn 
excluded joining the alliance, 
considering some of Wilders's 
policies too extreme 

Hie PW lost out m a Dutch 
general electionm September 
2012, with its seats almost 
halved to 13, but tire party has 
been riding high m opinion 
polls, largely thanks to anti- 
EU policies. 

Le Pen and Wilders have 
many similar policies, from 
immigration to protectionism, 
but Wilders reportedly wanted 
to keep Ins distance because of 
the anti-Semitism of Le Pen's 
fath er, FN fo und er J ean- M an e 
Le Pen. 

Le Pen in turn is banking an 
Wilders's prD-Israel stance Id 
buff up her own international 
image, an analyst told Dutch 
daily NF£!

Le Pen, currently a member 
of tlie European Parliament 
and Wilders had lunch in Pans 
in April, after winch Le Pen 
said she was "perhaps less rad¬

The figure of 1015,135 reg¬ 
istrations represents only 1 5 
percent of die estimated total 
sign-up far the plan by the 
end of the enrollment period 
at the end of March, the 
Health and Human Services 
Department said 


The figures were released 
amid a furious political row 
over Obamacare, with Re¬ 
publicans branding it a failure 
and the White House desper¬ 
ately trying to repair the fed¬ 
eral website that was 
expected to process the bulk 
of applications under the new 
law. 

"We can reasonably expect 
these numb ers will gro w sub - 
stantially over the next five 
months," said Health and 
Human S ervices Seeretary 
Kathleen Sebelius. 

The site Healthcare gov is 
■getting better, it is getting 
better every day," she added 

The 105,135 figure in¬ 
cludes nearly 30,000 people 
who have signed up through 
state based exchanges and 
only 26,794 people who have 
enrolled through the federal 
website, the figures showed. 

Enrollment was always ex¬

PARIS (AFP) - Scientists 
Wednesday unveiled a drug 
combination that destroys an¬ 
tibiotic-resistant germs in 
mice, potentially opening a 
new front against chronic and 
relapsing infections in hu¬ 
mans. 

Big Pharma had been 
closely interested in a com¬ 
pound dubbed acyldep sipep- 
ti.de (ADEP), only to drop it 
when some germs became re¬ 
sistant to it.. 

But scientists m die United 
States rep oited that, when used 
alongside conventional antibi¬ 
otics, ADEP proved to be a re¬ 
lentless killer 

The c ombi nati on “ eo m- 
pletely sterilised" bacteria m a 
Petri dish and m mice whose 
thighs had been severely in¬ 
fected, said Lewis. 

Humans rely on antibiotics 
to fight off a vast array o f bac¬ 
terial diseases, from tonsillitis 
to tuberculosis 

But antibiotics do not work 
for all types of bacteria, and m 
some types where they are ef¬ 
fective, germs are evolving 
worryingly into forms that are 
resistant to the drug 

Some infections are caused 
by bio films -- slimy collec¬ 
tions of bacterial cells that coat 
infected areas and block out 
the immune system, according 
to a podcast by Nature, accom¬ 
panying the study in the 
British journal 

While antibiotics can pene¬ 
trate (ho se bio films, they fail to 
clear up the infection because 
of so-called "persister cells". 

These are hibernating cells 
within the bio film that stop di¬ 
viding Dr growing and shut 
down th eir m etab o h sm. 

The dormant cells are the 
mam cause of chrome and re¬ 
lapsing bacterial infections, 
since conventional antibiotics 
can target only actively grow¬ 
ing bacterial cells.

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European stock markets extend losses 


US oil output passes imports 
for first time since 1995 


LONDON (AFP) - European 
stock markets retreated yester¬ 
day, extending the previous 
day's losses an eurozone strains 
and speculation that die US 
Federal Reserve could shortly 
begin withdraiwing its eco¬ 
nomic stimulus, traders sad. 

London's FTSE 100 bench¬ 
mark index tumbled 1 44 per¬ 
cent to 6,630 points as traders 
took a drop m unemployment 
aid a statement by the Bank a f 
England that Britain's eco¬ 
nomic recovery "has filially 
taken hold" as a sign that inter¬ 
est rates will rise sooner than 
expected. 

Frankfurt's DAX 30 slid 
0.24 percent to 9,054.33 points 
and the CAC 40 in Pans 
dropped 0.56 percent to 
4,239.94 points. 

Milan tumbled 1.4 3 percent 
and Madrid lost 0 33 percent 
ETX Capital trader Ishaq 
Siddiqi said that “continued 
Fed tapenng woes curb enthu¬ 
siasm for risk so traders are 
hesitant about putting all their 
chips on the table" 

CMC Markets trader Toby 
Moms added. "Some investors 
are also beginning to turn their 
heads more to the potential de¬ 
flation nsk in the eurozone " 
"Should deflation risk con¬ 
tinue to hit headlines, the ex¬ 


pectation would be money 
flow's out of equities and back 
into tire protection of bonds" 

In a surprise move last 
week the ECB shaved a quar¬ 
ter of a percentage point off its 
central refinancing rate to a his¬ 
toric low of 0.25 percent, amid 
concerns that slowing inflation 
in the euro area could turn into 
a vicious (cycle of falling prices. 

Eurozone industrial output, 
a key measure of manufactur¬ 
ing activity, turned lower in 
September, falling 0 5 percent 
from August when it rose 1 0 
percent, official, data showed 
on Wednesday 

With third-quarter growth 
data due Thursday, the Septem¬ 
ber reading for the 17-nation 
eurozone is m line with other 
recent figures suggesting only 
a very modest recovery. 

In London, official data out 
Wednesday showed Britain's 
unemployment rate had fallen 
to a four-year low r point, put¬ 
ting pressure on the Bank of 
England to raise its record-low 
interest rate sooner than ex¬ 
pected. 

Unemployment in Britain 
dropped to 7.6 percent in tire 
three months to September 
from 7_7 percent in the quarter 
ending m August; the Office far 
National Statistics (ONS) sad.

Johannesburg to introduce 
tombstone alarms 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
From early next year Johan¬ 
nesburg authorities will allow 
the installation of security de¬ 
vices on tombstones, in a bid 
to curb theft, officials said 
Alan B-uff, who oversees the 
city's cemeteries said a deal 
has been entered into with a 
private company that will in¬ 
stall microchip transmitters 
into tombstones. 

The system is designed to 
detect movement and tagger 
off sirens 

"Then we will b e able to im¬ 
mediately locate the area 
where a tombstone has been 
moved and we will be able to 
track it doxvn,“ Buff told AFP 
"It's like your car tracking 
device," he said, 

An SMS will be sent to the 
family of the deceased to no¬ 
tify them of any tampering 
wttli the tombstone. 

"Obviously there's a lot. of 
emotional connotation that 
goes with il,“ said Mark 


Pringle director of Memorial 
Alert, the South African com¬ 
pany tli at has the patent for the 
world's first tombstone secu¬ 
rity technology 
The system will detect even 
the slightest of movements, 
such as the shifting of a vase 
Families of the deceased can 
choose to install the alarm, at 
an as yet undisclosed cost 
" We have keep affordability 
mmind,“ said Pringle 
The city's 3d public ceme¬ 
teries currently have perimeter 
sensors and are patrolled by 
security guards, yet on average 
between 15 and 3D marble or 
granite tombstones are stolen a 
month. 

Along with the new technol¬ 
ogy, it will also be possible for 
families to take out insurance 
against theft and vandalism of' 
tombstones. 

Pringle said theft from 
cemeteries was not only 
unique to S outh Africa but was 
a worldwide problem

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World sports bodies welcome 
stricter anti-doping rules 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Global sporting bodies; voiced 
wide support for more strin¬ 
gent punishment of athletes 
who use banned performance- 
enhancers as they discussed re¬ 
vised rules at a conference 
Wednesday 

Delegates welcomed longer 
bans for athletes caught doping 
intentionally, winch will pass 
from two years to four when 
the new anti-do ping code 
comes into effect in 2015. 

But surprisingly powerful 
global athletics body tire IAAF 
called for even harder crack¬ 
downs on culprits, signalling 
" cl can * athi et es fru strati a ns 
that dopers sometimes go free 
amid low numbers of abnor¬ 
mal tests. 

FIFA b acke d four-y ear b an s, 
but said doping risks were 
lower with fewer possible 
drugs and the global foot¬ 
balling body's extensive 
screening programmes 

For the past three years 
FIFA has built up biological 
passports of sportsmen -- a 
database of tests which helps 
to detect deviations outside 
normal levels in each individ¬ 
ual. 

The football body will con¬ 
tinue to do tins for the World 
Cup m Brazil next year, flying 
samples to Lausanne in 
Switzerland after WAD A re¬ 
voked the accreditation of the 


laboratory in Rio da Janeiro. 

American anti-doping 
agency US ADA was also in 
favour of stringent punish¬ 
ments, a year after it handed a 
lifetime ban tD fallen cycling 
hero Lance Armstrong. 

Proportionality was the big 
word, with debates around if 
the punishment fit the crime 
The International Skating 
Union (ISU) was a lone voice 
that worried four years would 
be too long and could end an 
athlete's career prematurely 
It also warned that trying to 
enforce such a ban would un¬ 
dermine the authority of 
WAD A and the C ourt o f Arh l - 
tration for Sport (CAS) 

At the other end of the scale 
the International Association 
of' Athletics Federations 
(IAAF) thought the new meas¬ 
ures did not go far enough 


Athletes got off too easily if 
they dairned accidental doping 
or admitted to the deed after 
being caught out. In such cases 
die ban will be reduced to two 
years. 

Less than one percent of 
doping checks give an abnor¬ 
mal result though tests have 
jumped from 150,000 a year to 
050,000 since WADA's cre¬ 
ation 14 years ago. 

The conference is due to rat¬ 
ify the code on Friday, and 
governments and federations 
will have a year to change their 
rules accordingly.

BUFFALO (AFP) - The Buf¬ 
falo Sabres sent their coach 
and general manager packing 
and Wednesday brought back 
ex-coach Ted Nolan to try to 
salvage their 2013-14 NHL 
season 

Sabres owner Terry Pegula 
fired both general manager 
Darcy F.egier and head coach 
Ron Rolston on Tuesday night 
and on Wednesday named for¬ 
mer Sabres great Pat La- 
Fontame as president of 
hockey operations and Nolan 
as interim head coach 

The move comes just after 
the Sabres edged the Los An¬ 
geles Kings 3-2 in a shoot out 
on Tuesday to avoid matching 
the worst home start in NHL 
history. 

Nevertheless the Sabres are 
just 4 -15-1 and have the fewest 
p Dints m the NHL with nine. 

Rolston was in his first sea¬ 
son as the full-time head 
coach He took over on an in¬ 


terim basis last February after 
Lmdy Ruff was sacked, 

Nolan was Buffalo's head 
coach for two seasons from 
1995-97 before Ruff had his 
stellar run of 15 years as head 
coach 

Nolan guided the Sabres to 
a record of 73-72-19, taking a 
team that finished fifth m its 
division in 1995-9G to first 
place the following year. 

Regier took over as Sabres' 
general manager in 1997 and 
decided not to renew Nolan's 
contract. Nolan, 55, didn't find 
another NHL head coaching 
job until 2006-D7 with the 
New York Islanders, where he 
spent two seasons.

The newsp aper reported that 
Christensen, who was 57, had 
battled liver disease and other 
illnesses m recent years. 

Christensen was a star run¬ 
ning back at Utah's Brigham 
Young University from 1974- 
77. 

In the NFL, he was one of 
the league's leading pass- 



catching tight ends and spent 
most of bs career with the 
Raiders, both in Los Angeles 
and after they moved to Oak¬ 
land in 1932. 

He w T as a five-time Pro 
Bawl selection as a Raider and 
won Super Bowl titles with the 
team after the 1930 and 1933 
seasons 

He twice led the league in 
receptions, first m 19S3 with 
92 and again three years later 
with 95 Christensen finished 
bs NFL career with 461 
catches for 5,372 yards with 
41 touchdowns m 137 games 


After his playing days, 
Christensen worked as a 
broadcaster, covering the NFL 
for NB-C and more recently 
covering college gridiron for 
die Mountain West Sports Net¬ 
work.
